Sadat  has  expressed  a willingness  to  play  a role  in 
any  interim  arrangements  v/orked  out  for  Gaza,  and 
would  support  a similar  Jordanian  role  in  the  West 
Bank.  He  has  mentioned  this  to  us  on  several  occa- 
sions, along  with  his  acceptance  of  a limited  and 
well-defined  Israeli  security  presence  during  the 
interim  period.  Sadat  has  not  implied  that  he  sees 
a permanent  joint  Israeli-Arab  administration  as 
a viable  solution  for  the  West  Bank  and  Gaza.
